I am a partner with the law firm of Mitchell, Silberberg & Knupp LLP, which 
drafted, filed and is prosecuting U.S. Patent Application Serial Number 09/515,376, filed 
on February 29, 2000 (the '376 Patent Application). Although I did not personally 
prepare the '376 Patent Application, I have reviewed our files, and those files reveal the 
following information. 

2. Prior to January 27, 2000, our firm received an invention disclosure form 
from LSI Logic Corporation regarding the invention claimed in the '376 Patent 
Application. Our firm then prepared an initial draft of the Patent Application and 
submitted it to the inventors for comment. 

3. On January 27, 2000, an associate at our firm mailed a final draft of the 
'376 Patent Application to the inventors for their review and comments. On 
February 29, 2000, the Application was filed with the USPTO and became the '376 
Patent Application. A copy of the January 27, 2000 letter, together with its enclosures, 
is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

4. The associate who mailed the final draft of the '376 Patent Application on 
January 27, 2000, is no longer with our firm. However, no time was recorded in our 
firm's billing system for the period from January 27, 2000 through the filing date of the 
Application on February 29, 2000. This indicates that no substantive conversations
